This rule’ 
only gives the number of peo) td 
grain in the bin by measure, and 
it is desired to know the number of 
bushels in the bin by weight, a bughel 
of the grain should be weighed in 
a bushel measure and the total num- 
ber of bushels computed accordingly. 
Grain tnreshed into a bin will us- 
ually seti'e to a certain extent, how- 
ever, the amount that grain settles 
varies so much depending upon con- 
ditions that no rule can be given.

The place retained 
that name for a few years, until a poat 
office ‘was established eome twelve 
miles west ,which was also known by 
the same name. The name was then 
changed from Beaver Lodges back to 
Lake Sasketcon, 
Karly Progress Slow 
Progresa in those early daye wes 
patafully slow. Some eettlers were 
continually coming in, bringing with 
them smal herds of cattle, and culti- 
vaged gmall areas, but there was ne 
market, ang without a market the pro- 
duce wag worthless The incoming 
settlers required geome produce to 
carry them through the first year, and 
this brought In; come revenue, and 
“geome how," says Mr. Grant, “‘we 
managed to get along and have a 
good time as well, until 1918, when 
the railway came into Grande Prairie, 
then jyst a village, and the greatest 
of our worrtes were over.” / 
With the coming of the rattway, 
the whole of the country took on @ 
new asnect. Grande Prairie, the 
“prairie city,” from then on became 
the centre around which ell the actl- 
vities centred, and the agricultura! in- 
dustry went ahead by leans and 
bounds. The farmers who were in the 
country before the ratiroad, were in on 
the ground f'oor and were ready to 
ship out a Cairly large quantity of 
grain. This really marked the start- 
jing point of real development af that 
|country, 
The exportable surplus the (irst year 
was not comparatively large. However 
settlement increased very rap'dly and 
during the past year there was an ex- 
portable eunp'ue of between seven and 
eight hundred thousand bushels of 
grain. The coun is comparattvely 
| well settled and a large percentage of 
jthe jand is actually farmed. The num- 
}ber of homesteads filed and the num- 
ber of eoldier claims thet went 
through during the past year is a good 
indication of the rapidity with which 
the country is Seine settled up. Dur- 
ing the past year 850 homesteads were 
filed, and 587 soldiers claims went 
jthrough. This, however, does not re- 
| Present the total number ef farmers 
that went into the country. A great 
many farmers came (ato the district, 
and bought directly from the owners, 
and it is estimated that during the 
year two hundred farms changed 
da in this way. ° 
Farms Not Large 
The farms are not large The aver- 
/age size holding te approximately two 
hundred and forty ecres, or one-half 
of the farmers have half section farme, 
and the hakf a quarter section. The 
land for the most part {s a}] euitable 
for cultivation, and can be put under 
the plow et a very eamall expense, 
Farm land, however, is expensive for 
a new country. Land withip a radius 
of thirty miles from town, improved, 
fa selling at from twenty to forty-five 
dollars per acre. 
A Mixed Farming Country 
The district te well suited to mixed 
farming. At the present téme grain- 
growing plays an important part, but 
as fast as they can, farmers are get- 
ting into mixed farming. The dise- 
trict is ‘well watered and cultivated 
forage crops, as well as the natural 
hay crops, yield heavily. Although 
grain can be groWn very successfully, 
farm lends are too high é5 price for 
exteneive grain erowing, while on the 
other hand it posseases all the condi- 
tions that tend toward euccessful mix- 
ed farming. The climate, which most 
people assume is quite cold, is fairly 
mild. 
At the present time the agriculture 
of the district consists principally of 
etaln growing, with eome livestock 
and dairying. The district at the pre- 
sent time és not fully gtocked, and the 
surplus that is shipped out ts compara~ 
tively emali, Dairying can also be 
said tobe just etarting. Hoge are 
raised, but not to any great extent 
Probably not more ¢hen fifteen car- 
loads are shipped out of the -three 
towns annually after supplying ithe 
local requirements. Wheat and oats 
are grown extensively, and at the pre- 


sent time represent one of the largest 
sources of revenue of the district Most 
of the land is comparatively high, and 
on all of the high lend and in the im- 
mediate vicinity of lakes and rivers, 
which are fairly numerous and have 
the effect of tempering the climate, 
conditions are exceptionally wel) suit- 
ed to wheat growing. On the low ly- 
ing land and nearer the timber belts, 
wheat erowing from year to year ie 
hardly a safe proposition. W. D. - 
bright, superintendent of the Domin- 
ion experimental etation at Beaver 
Lodge. who has been studying farm- 
ing In that district very closely for the 
| past seven years from his observations 
and experiments has concluded that 
although many farmers may eafely iu- 
clude a limited acreage of wheat in 
| their fare ing system, probably not 
more than Titeen per cent. of the tota} 
acreage is adapted to wheat growing 
on a large commercial scale. 
Good Quality Wheat, 

The quality of the wheat grown % 
very good, comparing (avorebly with 
that grown in some of the best wheat 
grow ng districts in the province. The 
Provortion of wheat to oats tn the 
Grande Prairie district in reiation to 
other districte in the North country, !s 
high. _ This year wheat represents over 
one-quarter of the total grain crop, 
wh'le on the average it represents as 
high as forty per cent. The yields of 
wheat are high. Mr. Albright, who 
hes operated the Dominion govern- 
ment experimental station at Beaver 
Lodge, has obtained geome very en- 


| couraging resu’ts. Last year several 


of the experimenta! plots went from 
45 to 62 bushels per acre, most of 
which weighed 64 pounds to the inea- 
sured Sushel. This etation has. also 
to ‘te credit a five-year average of 43 
bushels, a very good recorg in Weat- 
ern Canada 

It is interesting to note that «ince 
farming started there, there has never 
been a total crop fallure Seed wheat 
grown in the Grande Prairie dietrict 
has been shipped to other parts of 
Western Canada.
